Our beef feeders for the pa si. sev¬ 
eral years have gone consistently 
forward in this enterprise, have irijr 
ovc.1 the qua’ity of .he beef proditc 
cd, have studied the available feeds, 
and their combinations, and are able 
to show profits at prices now which 
would have made profits impossible 
n few years ago. Tnto this program 
the boot sugar industry fits perectly. 
With the irrigation and alfa fa r.nl 
sweet clover in the rotation of grain 
rnd beets, the fodder part of th** rat 
Ion Is taken cnr t > of. Then there 13 
beet tops, the pulp w hich is a big 
item in the feed, and at the prices 
at which it can be obtained makes 
profits possible here, where they 
could not be realized In other dist¬ 
ricts 

£o mu* li for the beef part of the 
program. How would it work out in 
connection with dairying, hog rais¬ 
ing, etc. When stockmen to the west 
buy pulp at a cost of $2.00 per ton 
nnj come back for more, declaring 
it to be the cheapest feed they can 
get, there must be something to it. 
This is what is taking place now, 
and it is not uncommon to have dairy 
men state that cows nearly double in 
the milk ilow after being fed a iat- 
lon of pulp for a week or so. Why 
don’t we have a few more GOOD 
rows in the district than wc have 
We are not finding fault with the 
cows *.ve have, but rather with the 
lack of cows on the farms through¬ 
out the district. The cowlc.s, eowlcsa, 
hen less farm is the ci mmon thing 
here, aud while we arc going farther 
into debt all the time, we arc ignor 
ing the safest bet in comeback prog 
ram. 

There is a fee.ing of security in a 
person if he has a few good cows, a 
few fat hogs ready to sell every few 
weeks, and a bunch of hens that will 
produce eggs enough for groceries 
for the household. True prices for 
everything i3 depressed light now. 
and that is all the more reason for 
making the change over and getting 
ready for the race NOW. When pro3 
perity returns wc will get flighty 
again and think we don’t need them, 
or if we do want them wc will be 
unable to get them due to the laiso 
in prices all the way ro.ir.d. Pork 
may be v.crth enly 3 cents on foot 
now, but prices won t stay there for 
ever, nor rggs or butter fat at U\c 
present low prices.

A program must be worked out 
where there is a daily income »n the 
farm separate end afarL from wheat, 
beets cr ether crops; an income that 
will buy the groceries, clothing, rep 
uir3 and gas and oil as wc go a ong, 
and leave the crop returns for the 
payment of land, taxes and machin¬ 
ery, and a reserve for the years of 
disappointing crops. 

W e cannot beat the law of aver¬ 
age all the Lime, and the experience of 
the past few years points to a new 
order of things. If farming is to be 
successful there must be livestock al 
ong with it. Livestock to consume the 
bv^producta of the farm and turn 
them into profits. Livestock to help 
solve the weed problem on the farm 
and al^o to help maintain the fertility 
of the soil. There may be those of us 
who will refuse to read the handwrlt 
ing on the wall, but if there arc wo 
venture this statement that ten years 
will have us all cleaned out, and the 
generation of farmers who make thli 
district the richest in the Province 
will be the farmers who are convert 
c*d to mixed farming, the generation 
who pnv as they go and arc not al 
ways living on next year’s crop, and 
ft generation who will nake the farm 
file center of activity it should be the

Regina, Sask, March 26—‘Live-* 
stock on every prairie farm through¬ 
out Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta will ensure for the farmer a liv 
ing and an incomo at all times, ex¬ 
clusive of his grain crop,” rays Har¬ 
vey O. Powell, vice-president and gen 
oral manager of the Dominion Agri¬ 
cultural Credit Company Limited, 
with headquarters in Regina. 

In support of this statement Mr. 
Powell has jome interesting figures 
proving the value of diversified farm¬ 
ing and the revenues to be derived 
therefrom. 

Taking a most conservative figure 
derived from averaging returns dur¬ 
ing a five year period in one partly 
diversified farming centre in which 
shipping records are available it is 
evident that the average return to 
the farmer annually on cream and 
eggs alone was $305.00.

MEASLES

Menales is a disease which ia high 
ly communicable. In most canon, 
measles causes no obvious Hi c.Tects, 
and lor that r^nson, it is apt to bo 
regai Jed as being of no real impact 
ance, or as presenting no danger. Net 
a few cases of measles, however, are 
complicated by pneumonia and other 
Jnfectionn with grave results leading 
to death in ouch a number of cases 
that measles must be given rerioi a 
attention. 

During the first year of life, mean 
len is particularly dangerous, the per 
centnge of cases dying being many 
times in excess of the death rate 
in the older age groups. Parents 
should understand very definitely 
that, under five years of age and 
more especially under two years, nice, 
sles is a much more serious menace 
to the life of their child thun it ii 
after the fifth year. The practical 
application of this knowledge shouM 
lead them to take additional prccaut 
ions in order to protect their young 
child, and, in the event of his contrac 
ting the disease, to care for the case 
03 a serious one. 

Cases of measles are often centn 
ctcd early in life just because reason 
able care is not taken. There are sli 
parents vdio, nr.t knowing how dange 
rous measles is, allow their young 
children to be exposed with the idea 
that they must have measles some 
time and, consequently, that the soo:i 
cr it is over the better - They disr» g 
ard entirely the much greater dang r 
of maslea contacted In cad;; life r.n 
compared with its occurr nee in la* r 
years.

measles, and so, in the blood of most 
iulult*s there will be some of the sub 
stances which protect against mens 
lei. 

The serum must be given within 
five days of exposure if measles is to 
lv prevented Given on the fifth or 
sixth day, it will likely modify the 
attack. The protection given is only 
temporary and docs not last for more 
than n few weeks. 

The great value of the serum treat¬ 
ment is to help young children during 
the years when, ns 1 we have pointed 
cut, mra?les it so frequently fatal. 
Also the uerum is used to advantage 
to protect the child who is not in 
good health and in whom an attack 
of measles would likely he most se 
rious.
